There is the Mason School where 
nearly 500 children are in 
attendance. The children need 
benches to sit upon. The 
classrooms need refurbishing 
Much work is needed in this 
area. 


Then there is the orphanage 
which has been run by the 
Church of God in Christ for over 
25 years. 


When I visited Haiti in August, I 


made an assessment of the work 
and the needs which must claim 
our attention and it seems that 
the orphanage has weighed 
heavily upon my heart. 


The Children in the Orphanage 
are our responsibility! We must 
give them the proper care. It is 
not only our Christian duty but 
the government of Haiti is 
investigating the care given the 
children in the various 
orphanages and are closing down 
the ones which are not attending 
to the needs of the children as it 
should be done. 


Upon my return from Haiti, I 
sent out an announcement 
which many of you received and 
those who did not receive it I 
want to restate it in this letter: 


‘Our children moved into the 
Christian Haitian Outreach 
Orphanage last year. We now 
owe $1500 for rent. $125.00 per 
month was promised, but as yet 
none of that has been received. 
We must pay this debt so that 
lights and water can be provided; 
as of now the building has 
neither. Also, the plan calls for 
the building of a second story on 
the building. Playground 
equipment and other things are 
needed to make the children 
healthy and happy. The Bible 
says ‘““Owe No Man.”’ Please let 
us provide for the needs of these 
children. Contributions are tax 
deductible.”

Although the drastic changes 
initiated by this God-Sent man 
provoked undue criticism, it was 
the general consensus of opinion 
that at the close of his first 
elected term in office God had 
given him the reign and vision 
for the Church.

Some of them 
are as follows: (1) To move the 
Publishing House residence, its 
staff, and machinery to the 
Lower levels of what was 
formerly known as the Chisca 
Hotel to enable greater 
expansion, efficiency, and 
production; (2) to remove all 
tenants from the Chisca Hotel 
and to use it exclusively for 
Church purposes; (3) to 
departmentalize the General 
Board into Commissions, such 
as, the Judicial Commission, the 
Commissions on Education, the 
Ministerial Health and Welfare 
Commission, the Church 
Extension Commission, the 
Commission on Finance, The 
Commission on Evangelism and 
thre ©’ o m mission ») on 
Communications.

Historians in each 
generation will regard him as the 
man who reunited a spiritually 
disheveled, and _ discordant 
Church and provided leadership, 
answers and cures for the 
maladies of our Church.

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THE TITHING SYSTEM: ITS ORIGIN AND FUNCTION 


PART III 
by

It seems to me that we have 
arrived at a point at which 
something should be said about 
the collection of tithes (from the 
lay person to the top) and their 
function in the New Testament 
Church. The aspect of tithing 
that seems to create the greatest 
problem is their proper 
collection and distribution; the 
number one question being, to 
whom shall the tithes be paid? 


The answer to this question can 
only be one: the tithes belong to 
God, and should be paid to Him 
and distributed as He _ has 
demanded (Mal. 3:10). A second 
question may arise in some 
minds as to when they are 


paying tithes to the Lord. In this 
connection, it is of utmost 
importance to keep in mind the 
relationship that existed 
between God and Israel (the 
Church), and the relationship 
which exists between Christ and 
His Church. It is true that one 
did not hand the tithes directly 
to God, and we cannot hand 
them directly to Christ. But it is 
pointed out in the Bible that 
men responded to God when 
they responded to His true 
representatives on earth. 


When Paul was persecuting the 
followers of Christ it was equal 
to Paul persecuting Christ: 
‘Saul, why persecutest thou me?”’ 
Paul, who was aware of the Old 
Testament understanding of 
God’s dealings with men through 
men, never protested or 
challenged the charge made

Christ was the greatest 
teacher of men. Teaching is 
referred to 168 times in the 
Bible. Teaching should be done 
informally and questions should 
be permitted until everything is 
clear. Teaching is the work of 
making truth clear. 


There is a _ great need for 
someone to take more time and 
explain more freely. 


They should go into detail, ona 
lower level reducing the truth to 
the level where a child could 
understand it. 


Teachers are Ministers, Parents, 
Deacons, old women, older men, 
etc. Teaching is 1/3 of the whole 
church ministry.

against him by Jesus, but 
immediately submitted himself 
to the directions of Jesus. There 
is no way to separate Christ 
from His Church, therefore, 
“inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these 
my brethren, ye have done it 
unto me.”’ Thus when you give 
to God’s Church, you are really 
giving to God. For as Jesus was 
as much of God as the world 
could stand to see and 
understand in that day, the 
Church that is constituted by 
the Holy Ghost is as much of 
God as we can stand to see and 
understand today. The logical 
conclusion is that we are to give 
God His tithes through His 
church. 


There is no_ scripture that 
teaches us to give one-tenth of 
our income to poor relatives or 
to those less wealthy than you. 
However, a_ free-will offering 
may be given after you have 
given God His first. 


Where Is The Storehouse? 


Much stress is laid on the place 
where the tithes are to be 
brought. It should be kept in 
mind that the tithes are to be 
brought “into the storehouse”, 
and the storehouse is the place 
designated by God, the Church. 
Therefore, whenever the bible 
speaks of ‘House of the Lord” 
or “‘the place where the Lord 
shall choose to set His name 
there”, is the designated place 
(Deut. 14:25).

The whole tithe is to be brought 
into the storehouse which God 
calls His house (Mal. 3:10b). 
What place on earth can be 
God’s house if it is not the 
Church; Paul stresses the 
importance of God’s house in his 
instructions to Timothy (I Tim. 
3:15) concerning bishops, 
deacons, and their wives. The 
Greek words Paul uses in I 
Timothy 3:15 that refer to 
house and church are: ‘““OIKOS’’, 
which is pronounced, O-i-kos 
and refers to house (a building) 
and ‘ekklesia’? which refers to 
the assembly of people gathered 
to the house for worship. Thus 
verse 15 says in the Greek 
translation: “but if I should 
delay, that thou mayest know 
how it behooves one in the 
house of God to conduct 
oneself, which is the assembly of 
God the living, pillar and base of 
the truth.” For those who say 
that God does not have a 
physical structure or house on 
earth, it might be helpful to 
keep in mind that as late as the 
writing of I Timothy, the 
building was called the “‘house 
of God’’, the place where the 
saints assembled. 


Jesus. Christ is 
recorded as 


only once 
giving a 


commendation to the Pharisees, 
and this commendation is for 
paying  tithes:”’...... ye pay 
tithes......, these ye ought to 
have done, and not to have left 
the other undone.” If the tithing 
system had been anachronistic, 
obsolete, outdated or a thing of 
the past, this would have been 
an ideal occasion on which Jesus 
could have condemned it. But, 
instead, he said, “these ye ought 
to have done’ along with 
‘judgment, mercy and faith.” 


What I have been saying to this 
point is simple: the tithes are to 
be paid by lay persons to the 
local Levites, and the Levites are 
to pay tithes to the Priests, or to 
the top religious leaders of the 
church. If I may reiterate, the 
tithes are to keep changing 
hands until they have arrived at 
headquarters. They can change 
hands twice, or they can change 
ten times, so long as they arrive 
at headquarters intact or 
unabused and misused by those 
who take them. Many people are 
asking: Where is the storehouse? 
This question is an indication 
that they have not been bringing 
the tithes to it, for if they had 
been bringing them, they would 
certainly know where the 
storehouse is by now.

YOU CAN’T FORGET 


For his fifty (50) years of loyal 
and obedient service to God his 
faithful and active service to his 
church, fellow brethren and 
saints. With three (3) churches 
built on the same spot of 
ground. 
Bishop J. S. Bailey, from the 
year 1926 until 1976 is 50 years 
of long rememberance of your 
obedience and faith in God, to 
do the Lord’s bidding and your 
active service unto mankind. 
YOU CAN’T FORGET 


We think about how God led 
you to come to Detroit; in the 
cold of winter. You stayed with 
relatives for a while, then 
decided to return back home. 
The train had gone as far as St. 
Louis, Mo. and the Lord turned 
you around, saying “‘go back to 
Detroit. 


As you began to wonder what 
you could do as minister for 
God, He guided you to our 
present spot, McKinley Ave. and 
Kirby St. This is where God 
spoke to you saying “THIS IS 
THE PLACE” You saw a vacant 
lot, filled with weeds and after 
rendering several excuses, you 
heard the Lord say “if yousdid 
not build me a church on this 
corner, I will put someone here 
that would”. You were obedient 
to the voice of the Lord and 
began to chop down the weeds 
and clear the ground, The Lord 
bless you to purchase a tent 20 
X 30 with 50 canvas chairs and 
on the 4th of July 1926, with a 
membership that with yourself 
numbered Five (5), held your 
first service. 


You have come this far by faith, 
leaning on the Lord and you are 
yet standing strong in God’s 
strength. 


Sister Katie Adams, your first 


convert, Sister Ernestine Wheeler 
Stafford was healed and saved; 
she stayed with the church until 
the Lord called her home. 


In September 1926, you saw the 
need of help and the Lord sent 
in Mother Emily Frye, Mother 
Julia Hall and the first child 
brought up on this corner with 
you these fifty years Sister 
Yvonne Frye.

before Jesus came back through 
the ministry of Preaching and 
Teaching alone. Reasons (1) 
There are too many sinners, and 
90% of them don’t come to 
church, (2) Too few preachers, 
last year over 400 churches 
closed in—the south because of 
the lack of preachers or teachers 
to keep them open. (3) the time 
is too short. 


The Ministry of Witnessing and 


Soul Winning is the last and 
most important 1:3 of the 
church ministry. 95% of 
Christians have never lead a soul 
to Christ, mostly because no one 
has ever trained them. We must 
use every believer to reach and 
win all the souls. Christ died for. 
Most Christians could and world 
if they knew how. 


CHILDREN—Matthew 19:14; 
Wonderful! These are the most 
honest souls with which to deal. 
Just simply go through the steps 
in his language, and lead him in a 
little short prayer. They are an 
inspiration to deal with; their 
little hearts soon fill to 
overflowing when they hear how 
Christ died for their sins. Do not 
make it too complicated for 
them. <A_ simple story and, 
afterwards, have him repeat to 
you what has happened in his 
heart. Urge him to tell his 
parents immediately what he has 
done. This makes it just that 
much more real to him. 
Admonish him to pray daily for 
help. When conscious of having 
done wrong have him 
understand that he must ask 
God to forgive him immediately. 
Never ignore a child that has 
come to the altar; deal with him 
now and prevent future disaster. 


ETC’S—These include persons 
that have been bound by habits 
and want to be rid of them. 
Show him how to put the 
problem on the altar at this very 
moment: Lead him in prayer 
with words that simply describe 
the condition and show him how 
to be frank with God...The 
feeble-minded usually answer 
every altar call whether they are 
dealt with or not. After repeated 
instructions which he is able to 
follow, for subsequent altar calls 
comfort him and help him to 
rejoice in the Lord. Never be 
unkind.

Dad McKinney was saved in 
Lexington, Mississippi in 1911 
under the late Founder and 
Bishop, Bishop C. H. Mason. He 
served this grand old Church for 
approximately 65 years. At an 
early, he organized one of the 
first churches in 1916 in 
Wellington, Ohio, and was 
ordained as an Elder in 1920 by 
Bishop Mason. 


Sent to Oregon in 1944 by 
Bishop Mason, He has served this 
state as overseer for 32 years. 
Finding Oregon to be _ very 
small-only one mission, has since 
that time brought us from 
store-fronts to beautiful edifices. 
(There are about 15 churches 
presently established and are 
accredited to his labour) He held 
honors, influerice, and high 
respect from local to state and 
national leaders both in religion 
and the political world. He made 
many trips to Washington, D. C. 


to research better job 
Opportunities and was very 
instrumental in raising the 


standards of living for many 
people. He received many 
awards for his out-standing 
service in this area. 


We cannot find words to express 
our loss. We cannot forget the 
hardship, the toil and fervent 
labour of a man who as 
Abraham, believed God, against 
hope and pressed on against 
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Parca) oa ny urs e's, 
misunderstandings, 
disappointments and all the 
many adverse circumstances 
which finally caused him to say 
to his loving wife and to his 
faithful state workers and local 
congregation and friends--““My 
darlings, I am tired.” I’ve fought 
a hard, long, tiring, but a good 
fight--I want to go home.” As his 
theme was “it’s holiness or 
HELL,” he always taught his 
people to live what you 
preach...His final message to his 
local congregation was, “BLOW 
YE THE TRUMPET IN ZION.” 
Joel 2:1. “In that historical 
moment, it seemed as the very 
angelic host blended their voices 
with the echoes of the 
congregation in praise and 
adoration to the GREAT GOD 
that sent his spirit that day and 
anointed our leader to feed his 
flock for the last time. 


His final words to his faithful 
follower, Elder H. B. Daniels, his 
administrative assistant was, 
“feed the flock, taking the 
over-sight thereof, be an 
example to them with a ready 
mind.” 


Bishop McKinney may be gone, 
but he will live on in the hearts 
and minds of the many people 


who knew and loved him as the 
‘*“Modern Day Elijah” who 
having brought deliverance to 
many was finally delivered 
himself as “Salvation came to his 
earthly house and carried him 
away to his heavenly home.”

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MASON BIBLE COLLEGE 
SYSTEM GRADUATES 
OVER 600 


The Charles Harrison System 
bears the name of the founder of 
the Church of God in Christ, 
Bishop C. H. Mason. Bishop J. 
O. Patterson envision the idea of 
the system, after concluding that 
the thought pattern of our entire 
church was to diverse in 
relationship to some of our 
codes of ethic in areas that had 
not anything to do with our 
perpetuating a uniform thought 
pattern throughout the Church 
of God in Christ. 


He concluded that the only way 
we could do this was to organize 
a System of Bible Colleges that 
would adhere to the same 
curriculum and as near as 
possible the same class hours. To 
initiate this task, he appointed 
Dr. A. J. Hines, Executive 
Director of the system and 
instructed him to open a pilot 
school by selecting students of 
different grade levels, and 
experiences, exposing all of 
them to the same text and 
instructor. This school was 
organized at Gethsemane Church 
of God in Christ, 7517 W. Knoll, 
with Dr. Hines serving as 
President. After a period of eight 
(8) months, Dr. Hines informed 
Bishop Patterson of the success 
he had and that he was sure this 
could be a successful program in 
the Church. 
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45,000 ATTENDS 69TH 
HOLY CONVOCATION 


The Public Relations 
Department Church of God in 
Christ under the direction of the 
Bishop W. L. Porter reported 
that the convention Bureau of 
the City of Memphis advised his 
office that the Holy 
Convocation was the largest 
gathering to ever be recorded in 


_ the history of the city. The city, 
' literally, ran out of places to 
| house the delegates. 


reports that 
Colonel Robert Woods of the 
Memphis International Airport 
informed him that the turnover 
in airline passenger traffic to and 
from the meeting caused the 
authorities to hire extra persons 
in every division of the airport. 


The conduct of the saints in the 
past was certainly a thing to be 
proud of. The manager of one of 
the largest department stores, 
downtown, said, “I could look 
at those people and see that they 
had been with Christ; their 
department and manner was as 
becometh what they claimed to 
be...saints..”’ 


From all reports the 69th 
Convocation was the greatest in 


attendance. The highlights of 
this meeting are on page six. 


All delegates and members of 
the Church of God in Christ did 
not fear or dread the crowd 
during the National Convocation 
week-end. The Administration 
secured for the convenience of 
one of the largest Convention 
within the Black Community, 
the ultra modern and spacious > 
newly built Cook Convention 
Center. For the past twenty 
years the National Headquarters 
has beeh too small to seat the 
week-end delegation to the 
National Convocation in 
Memphis, Tennessee. While 
seven or eight thousand tightly 
Squeeze themselves into Mason 
Temple, another seven thousand 
or more had to find services at 
some nearby mid-night musical, 
or get in whatever service that 
was being held on the lawn 
outside the Headquarters. 
However the delegates to the 
coming National Convocation of 
the Church of God in Christ had 
something to celebrate about. 
The services were held in the 
spacious Cook Convention 
Center which seats _ several 


thousand more than _ the 
Mid-south Coliseum. 


The 69th Annual Holy 
Convocation began ‘Tuesday, 
November 9th, with 3 days of 
fasting and praying. The 
members of the General Board 
were presented along with 
Mother McGlothen, who is the 
General Supervisor of Women. 
Each evening different states 
were presented by their 
respective Bishops. Each evening 
the best of gospel preaching was 
heard by such ministers as 
Bishop Leroy Anderson from 
New York; Eld. C. Blake of 
California, Elder R., Jones of 
Detroit, Bishop H. Bell of Tenn. 
Bishop C. H. Brewer, Jr., Conn., 
Bishop Husband, Georgia and 
Bishop F. D. Washington, 
Brooklyn, New York. One of the 
highlights each evening was the 
International choir under the 
direction of Sis. Mattie Moss 
Clark, International President of 
the Church of God in Christ 
Music Department. Beginning 
Thursday at midnight, musicals 
were held at the Chisca where 
the most outstanding talent in 
the country was heard. Tuesday 
the women were in charge under 
the Supervision of Mother 
McGlothen.
